Krrmrif.r. Aug. 28 — The imperial meet- 
ing is to Austria and Russia very much 
what the famous meeting of the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold was in the sixteenth century 
to France and England.

AU Austrian Liberals feel con- 
vinced that the development of constitutlou- 
alism in Austria can never be aided by any 
exchange of views lietween Kaiser Franz 
Joseph and the Autocrat of the Russia*.

New York, Aur. «8.-"Ota, I'm so thank- 
ful 1 You have saved my life," exclaimed a 
woman whom face, neck and hands were 
covered with blood, as she ran down Divis- 
ion street, near Norfolk. Near the cor- 
ner a crowd of excited people were 
gathered round two man who were strug- 
gling with a wild -eyed, gaunt-looking man, 
who fought desperately. He had attempted 
to murder the woman with a razor, and af- 
ter his capture he escaped to a cellar In 
Hester street and out his throat. 

The woman is Mrs. Anna Eppler, aged 
thirty-nine years, a little woman with light- 
brown hair and round, laughing face, it 
1S17 she married Andreas Eppler, who wa* 
then a barkeeper for Carl Schalk at No. 15<0 
Nassau street Eppler is a native of Wur- 
temburg. and was an officer in the Fourth 
Wurtemburg cavalry. He served his 
country till 1866, when, in conse- 
quence of bis relatives' opposition to his 
proposed marriage, he came to this country. 
The couple have one child, a l>oy of about six- 
teen years. Eppler has repeatedly launched 
out in business for himself, making and los- 
ing considerable money. Among his other 
ventures was the "Appenroeller Hof," a 
German inn at No. 51 Wooster street. This 
place he sold last Christmas and bought an- 
other on Rose street, near New Chambers. 
While at Wooster street the Epplors had as 
a boarder, for five or six weeks, John Rog- 
genbrod, forty-eight years old, and a native 
of Baden. He has served at various times 
in the capacity of farmer's hand and as 
driver for a brewery. 

This man became infatuated with Eppler's 
wife and this was noticed by Eppler, who 
when he changed his place of business left 
Roggenbrod behind. The latter, however, 
was not go easily foiled, and he decided upon 
the novel plan of kidnapping the former 
host's beautiful wife, which he successfully 
carried out January 14 last Mrs. Eppler 
disappeared from her home. Bhe had gone 
to Washington Market, but she did not re- 
turn. When the |800 of her husband's 
money also vanished, and Mr. Eppler went 
to the Central office and told Detective Von 
Gerichten his tale.

He then compel led her, by threats, tore- 
main with him, aud they lived in furnished 
rooms at No l'UU C'nllowhill street three 
weeks, when they went to Euglisutown, N. 
J., where both were employed on a farm- 
he as farm-hand and she In the kitchen. 
Here thev remained six weeks and then 
came to No. 1)5 West Houston street, this 
city, where she remained untd alio returned 
to her husbuud, who uad meanwhile estab 
hshed a cheap restaurant in an old tumble- 
down two-story frame house at No. 7 Chrys- 

Before she left Roggenbrod he said to her: 
"If you ever leave me uud go back to votir 
husband I'll follow and kill you. You'll 
never live with him again,"
